bute here to seventy-year-old 
Julius Heuttner at a dinner at- 
tended by this country’s leading 
figures and foreign delegations. 

Prior to thou- 
sands of people, including high

foreign diplomats, passed before 
Heuttner’s home in tribute to his 
humanitarian efforts in saving 
36,000 people, 20,000 of whom 
are now in the United States. 
Heuttner stood on the balcony 
of his house as the procession 
passed by, shedding tears as he 
recognized some of the people 
he saved and important digni- 
taries who came to honor him. 
The city was in festive mood, 
with all homes covered with 
Swedish and foreign flags. A huge 
orchestra on the square played 
the Swedish national anthem and 
folk songs while hundreds of peo- 
ple he befriended shouted greet- 
ings. 

Heuttner began his rescue work 
in 1933, when Nazi _ terrorism 
was rising rapidly over Germany. 
In cooperation with the Swedish 
Red Cross and the Mosaic Soc- 
iety, he helped Jews escape Germ- 
any to Sweden. When the Jew- 
ish refugees from Germany 
reached Sweden, Heuttner opened

Such sovereingty Is not com- 
patable with loyalty to the con- 
cept of the organic community, 
in which the member gives his 
Jewish loyalty not to a specific 
Jewish organization, such as 
B'nai B'rith or the Zionist organ- 
ization of America district, but 
to the community as such. 

Would Not Impose Controls 

Dr. Kaplan vigorously reject- 
ed the idea that his approach in- 
volved imposition of controls 
without regard to the wishes of 
the individual Jew.

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UN COMMAND CAN'T FIND KOSHER FOOD 
FOR TURKS, CHIDES JEWISH CHAPLAINS 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa—The UN High Command 
in Korea challenged the Jewish chaplains there for failure to 
provide kosher meat for the American Jewish troops when they 
learned that such meat was not available. 

This was revealed, The Zionist Record here reports, when 
the Turkish troops refused to eat the canned meat from Amer- 
ica, which had an admixture of bacon fat. 

The Turks, who are Mohammedan, are forbidden to eat 
pork. When the Turkish troops demanded kosher meat, the au- 
thorities approached the. Chief Jewish Chaplain of the Ameri- 
can forces in Korea, the paper states, and learned that kosher 
meat was not available, the paper declared.

Group Of Professionals Write Own H agadah; 


It Adds 5th Question; Financed By Non Jew

OAKLAND, Cal.—(NJP)-— 


over Hagadah has been published by an in- 
formal Oakland Jewish organization. 

The group, the Bay Area Jewish Forum, is 
composed of some 25 couples in their mid- 
thirties, largely professional people who 
gather in various members’ homes to mark 
Shavuot, Succot, Chanukah, Purim and Pesach 
in a modern yet traditional fashion. 

The group, which has no officers or bylaws 
met on the second night of Passover, 1947, to 
hold a seder using their own version of the 
Hagadah. 

Revising the Hagadah each year, the group 
attracted the attention of an Irish publisher of 
California, Ben Kennedy. He encouraged the 
group to have its 1951 edition published, and 
underwrote the entire cost of publication. 

The result is an attractive, 69 page volume 
which combines modernistic line drawings, 
English and Hebrew text, music of traditional 
z’miros, and background information on the 
holiday and its celebration. 

Bezalel Schatz, Palestinian-born artist pro- 
vided the line drawings. In a modern vein, the 
drawings are a new departure from the tra- 
ditional medieval wood-cuts. Schatz, whose 
paintings have been exhibited -internationally, 
nwa henner Biving | in Berkeley.

Editors of the Hagadah, whose occupations 
reflect the variety of opinions heard in monthly 
discussion meetings, are Sanford Koretaky, 
civil engineer with a public utility, Ralph y 
Kramer, assistant executive director of the 
Jewish Welfare Federation of Alameda and 
Contra Costa counties, and Philip Schild, sales 
manager of a canning company. 

The volume combines a respect for tra 
dition with a reinterpretation of the message 
of freedom which the Passover imparts. The 
Magid, or story of exodus, has been completely 
rewritten, and to the traditional four quest 
ions is added a fifth, the question of positive 
Jewish survival. 

To the queries of the usual four sons de 
scribed by the rabbis are added those of the 
defensive Jew who is overly concerned with 
anti-semitism, of the ardent Zionist, the ag. 
similationist and the “positive-affirmative’ 
Jew. To the usual ten plagues are added the 


afflictions of insecurity, anxiety, apathy and 
helplessness. 
Another important addition is that of a 


section on the unending striving for freedom, 
This allegory is based on a Midrashic legend 
of the varying responses of the Jews to the 
prospect of freedom.

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| “Correspondent Sees Dirt, Rust At Deserted Hadassah Hospital 


LONDON—Dust and dirt and rust are accumulat- 
ing everywhere in the once spotless Hadassah Hos- 
pital on Mount Scopus, a correspondent of The Jew- 
ish Chronicle of London, discovered when he made 
the trip with the monthly convoy that brings food 
and other supplies to the Israeli soldiers guarding 
the hospital and Hebrew University. 

Mt. Scopus is in Jewish territory, but the only 
road to it is through the Arab lines. 

The tragedy of an empty hospital in a land 
where hospital beds are at a premium was em- 
phasized by the long empty corridors and the dark 
operating rooms and research centers. 


The men are isclated like on an Island, and cut 
off from contact with the outside world. They wait 
from one convoy to the next, the paper asserted. 

Only a number of bullet holes and some minor 
damage are visible evidences of the fighting that 
took place on MT.

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WOMEN’S VIEWPOINT 
IN WHICH OUR COLUMNIST REFUTES 
CHARGE OF ‘SENSATIONALISM’

RNOLD RUBENS, 759 Wadsworth St., Brooklyn, N. Y., writes 
A in connection with the column in which Benjamin Band and 
J exchange remarks, 

“You poor you! 

“To what extent, or better, to what depths will a columnist 

to create readership. Sensationalism and baiting methods are 
old techniques for creating an issue. 

“your previous columns have made me 
feel that you were of a much higher plane 
than to sink to Pegler-type writing in your 
approach to traditional Judaism. 

“For instance your last discourse with 
reference to the 613 Commandments. I be- 
lieve you (don’t?) want to know the true ex- 
planation because if you did you would not 
mix fact with fiction, fundamentals with messi 
your faulty suppositions. You ask a quest- Helen Cohen 
jon and don’t even wait for a reply but immediately come forward 
with a “let there be no inference, etc. etc.” Then you continue and 
base your argument on your deformed conjecture. 

“No, unfortunately you aren’t interested in the truth, because 
if you were that would not be your way of reasoning. If you wished 
truth, you could consult with Rabbi Shapiro or amy of the other 
jearned Rabbis and you would receive a satisfactory reply. 

“you have a perfect right to attempt to create reader interest 
in what you write but do you, a Jewish woman, a mother of chil- 
dren, do you really need to resort to the baiting technique. Why 
not write of the positive. Why attempt to create more ill will 
and disunity when harmony is what is necessary now! 

“But to remark about one of your quotes, ‘He tests Torah 
against the standards by which he judges everything else. (From 
my quotation of Rabbi Milton Steinberg). Foolish individual! By 
that token a Jew, a modernist who lives in a Fascist country or 
one in a communistic country or even in America, a Jew who 
lives for his comfort, convenience and material gain (and how 
many of us don’t?) all will judge Torah by their lust ridden dis- 
torted standards. 

“Please try to understand this! 

“A traditional Jew believes that Torah and the Command- 
ments are the Divine key through which man can raise himself 
above the demands of the time and reach the Divine and true con- 
ception of ethics and morals. Torah was given to raise man and 
not man to lower Toreh to his selfish egotistical mudslinging ap 
proach, Yours for better understanding.”

PS it is time, Mr. Rubens, for a few definitions. 

Take your word “sensationalism.” This discussion of the 613 
originated, remember, in a letter in the freedom of the press sect- 
jon by Melvin Goldenhersh of East St. Louis, Ill. in which he 
explained that he and many of his friends have become very inter- 
ested in what the different branches of Judaism stand for. He 
said it was his understanding that the only important difference 
between Orthodoxy and the other groups was the stand taken 
on the 613 Mitzvos. He wrote that the Orthodox believe, and the 
others do not, that they must be strictly accepted, were God- 
given on Mt. Sinai, and are eternal. He went on from there to re- 
quest that members of the various groups present the reasons 
“they believe or do not believe the Mitzvos were explicitly set forth 
by God.” 

MY ANSWERING comment was that it would be a good idea 
tor Mr. Goldenhersh and those other interested persons to read 
through the 613 s0 that they would at least have a clear picture 
of what the discussion was about. I was saying, in other words, 
‘go forth and learn,’ an old Jewish admonition. You consider that 
sengationalism ? 

Now lets take the word “harmony” which you feel is so 
necessary now instead of “ill will and disunity.” 

Is it an attempt to reach harmony when Orthodox Jewish 
Life magazine announces that it does not affix the title ‘Rabbi’ to 
Conservative and Reform spiritual leaders when they are men- 
tioned in the magazine? Is it the desire for harmony which prompts 
Orthodox rabbis to refuse to cooperate with other rabbis for the 
benefit of the community? Do you define it as harmony when 
Orthodox soldiers are instructed not to pray together with Jews 
whose prayers don’t quite match the rigid standards? In connect- 
ion with not praying together we find a statement in the latest 
Orthodox Jewish Life by Leo Levi, “Of course a Jew remains a 
Jew even if he changes to a brand-new custom-made religion. Of 
course he is still a fellow Jew and if he can not be blamed for his 
error, he must be shown every consideration up to-but not includ- 
ing-joining in his religious services. He is still a fellow Jew, but 
certainly not a co-religionist.” 

Unitey and harmony. 

ONE MORE DEFINITION. You write of our present “hist 
ridden standards” and of Torah being the “Divine key” to reach 
the “true conception of ethics and morals.” You are certainly in 
the right generally in your conception of Torah. Most of the laws 
which have moral implications and staying power and could 
have been written yesterday, instead of three or four thousand 
years ago. 

There is the law for instance on fulfilling all obligations taken 
“pon ourselves by word of mouth (94), on a judge not accepting a 
gift from any of the litigants before him (274), on not misleading 
& person through false advice (299), on a king (substitute “poli- 
lician” here) not amassing for himself much silver and gold (365), 
hot to mention those ten commandments which the entire civilized 
World accepts as basic and which are part and parcel of the 613. 

However, as proof of the ability of people to grow in moral 
“ature, and as a reminder to Mr. Rubens that he too might profit 
reading the material through before he starts swinging, I

ERE IS an assortment of goodies for your holiday to add 
to your Passover collection: 
WALNUT PATTIES 
2 cups powdered sugar % cup cake mea! 
2 cups walnuts ground fine 2 eggs 
Beat together eggs and sugar until very light. Add wainuts 
and cake meal, mix well. Drop batter by teaspoonfuls onto a 
greased cookie sheet, allowing 2 inches between patties. Bake at 
325 degrees for 20 minutes. 
PIE CRUST 
132 matzos 2 eggs 
1 tablespoon fat 2 tablespoons sugas 
4% cup matzo meal 4% teaspoon salt 
Soak matzos, and when soft press dry as possible. Heat fat in 
frying pan, add matzos, and cook until dry. Add remaining in- 
gredients, and mix thoroughly. As it is impossible to ro]] this 
dough, press it into the pie plate with the hands. making it '« inch 
thick.

1% matzos 3 apples, diced 
ty cup butter’ or fat 2 eggs, well beaten 
yolks of 3 hard-cooked eggs 1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 cup sugar 's Cup sugar mixed with 
1 teaspoon salt 1 teaspoon cinnamon

Soak matzos in water for 10 minutes, squeeze oul excess 


moisture. Cream the butter or fat, add the matzos, and stir until 
thoroughly blended. Mash hard-cooked egg yolks with a fork until 
crumbly, and add to fat-and-matzos mixture. Add sugar, salt, 
beaten eggs, grated rind of lemon, and matzo meal, in order named, 
stirring mixture well aiter each addition. Grease a pie pan, and 
spread the pan with half the mixture. Sprinkle the lemon juice 
over the diced apples, and lay them over the mixture in pan. 
Sprinkle the apples with the sugar-and-cinnamon mixed, then with 
the chopped nuts. Over this spread remaining half of the mixture. 
Use a spoon to spread the mixture, and keep dipping the spoon 
in melted fat to prevent the mixture from sticking to it. Bake at 
325 degrees for 30 to 40 minutes. If desired, use mashed cooked 
prunes for filling instead of apples.

Mr. Seeve's Contentions Challenged 


W* ARE not interested in prolonging a 
controversy, but most certainly Harry 
Seeve’s argument that the Israel bond drive 
is above Jewish communal authority in the 
U. S. cannot go unchallenged. 

Were Mr. Seeve’s contention (he is director 
of the American Financial and Development 
Corporation, sponsors of the bond drive in 
the U.S.) to be accepted, then any group which 
said it had a mandate from Israel, or for that 
matter, from any national organization, could 
claim that it was subject only to the decisions 
of its own organization and beyond the reach 
of the people from whom it drew its support. 

Mr. Seeve’s letter was replete with other 
unwarranted deductions too. 

“The regimentation of Jewish community 
activities,” he wrote, “by the dictate of a self- 
appointed ‘kehillah’ is a prospect which the 
American Jewish community has always re- 
jected.” 

The joker in this assertion is the word “self- 
appointed.” 

Would Mr. Seeve yield to the decision of a 
kehillah if he knew it to be democratically re- 
presentative, er did he throw in the catch 
word merely to make his strong stand palat- 
able to. a few unthinking persons. 


Then Mr. Seeve proceeds to ask if the wel- 
fare fund would seek to extend its jurisdiction 
over the synagogue or the B'nai B'rith. Just 
what Mr. Seeve expects to gain by this kind 
or argumentation, is difficult to understand. 

Over the past twenty-five years there have 
been developed in the U. S., community-wide 


organizations known variously as community 
councils, welfare funds, federations and so 
forth. These have been able to weld together 
diverse groups into what eventually it is hoped 
will be thoroughly democratic kehillahs. As 
these groups stand today, some more and 
some less democratic, they are the only recog- 
nized spokesmen on the local level for the 
Jewish group. No circumlocution, no matter 
on whose behalf, can change that picture. 

Mr. Seeve was much more consistent when 
he explained by indirection that Israel recog- 
nized the danger involved in some instances 
of harm to the UJA from the pushing of the 
bond sale, but was taking a calculated risk in 
view of its dire need. 

Now this is a position which all U. S. Jews 
can understand. 

If only some Jews in the offices of our na- 
tional agencies in New York would be willing 
to grant to other Jews a modicum of brains, 
many unnecessary controversies might be 
avoided. 

Let’s see if at least twenty-five Sisterhoods, 
Auxiliaries and other ladies organizations 
don’t respond to this appeal in the next few 
days. We'll be most happy to carry announce- 
ments from the organizations to that effect, 
if you let us know. 

Remember women, the immigrants are ar- 
riving at the rate of 20,000 per month, and 
that means children, many of them, who 
have never held a toy of their own yet. 

This simple easy project should stir the 
mother’s heart in every American Jewish 
woman.

Sisterhoods Need Look No Further For Project 


OMEN’S organizations searching for 
projects might do worse than emulate 
the Sisterhood of Rabbi Harry Stern’s Temple 
Emanu-El in Montreal, which has provided toys 
for the Jewish children in camps in Israel, 
While on a visit to Israel last summer, Rabbi 
and Mrs. Stern, were moved by the plight of 
the immigrant children who needed everything 
from underwear to toys. 


Returning home, Rabbi Stern secured the 
underwear from the all-Canada clothing drive, 
but the toys came from his own Sisterhood. 

The Sisterhood secured the toys through 
a toy shower. 

So plentiful were the toys that twelve of 
the ma’‘aborot, (transit camps) received gifts 
from the supply. 

Reporting the arrival of the toys Molly 
Lyons Bar-David, wrote in the Israel press: 

“Every camp seemed to turn into a play- 
ground in the flash of seconds. The ladies 


doing the distributing were as excited as the 
children when it came to operating the mechan- 
ical toys. Children looked on wide-eyed and 
unbelievingly at the life-size dolls, the teddy- 
bears, balls, games, and blown-up balloons. 
One stuffed doll, sent by “Ruth of Montreal” 
was given to Ruth of K’salon”; the child kissed 
the doll and the smile on her face was far 
broader than any I’d ever seen. Little Josie 
was trying out the train; so excited he couldn’t 
answer my question of how he liked it. One 
Montreal woman had sewn a whole set of 
dresses for a sleeping beauty; I saw a mother 
finger the silken frills, too impressed to be- 
lieve it real. 

Here is a project then which every Sister- 
hood, every Women’s Auxiliary could very 
easily take on. There are enough unused but 
still practical toys, not to mention new toys 
that probably would be contributed, in Jewish 
homes to enliven the barren days of every 
immigrant child in Israel. 


Good Enough For Christ, Good Enough For Jews 


. A. SINDERMAN, a Jew has written an 

absorbing little book, “A Saint in Hyde 
Park” which I would recommend to those who 
see in the Catholic Church a powerful and 
lurking threat to freedom. The Saint is Father 
Vincent McNabb, and the Hyde Park is the 
famous London park noted for its open air 
forum. 

Many references in the book are to Jews, 
for Father McNabb was friendly and open- 
hearted to all. One paragraph will suffice to 
throw light on the good father’s personality: 

“Tl had heard him say that he liked to re- 
ceive questions from the Jewish members 
of his audience. Following such a question he 
remarked, “I would like to see all my Jewish

It was a Jew who founded it, and 
the first Pope was a Jew. They really have a 
greater right to be in the Church than we 
Gentiles have!” and smiling down at two Jew- 
ish members of the audience whom he knew 
very well, he said. “Why don’t you come into 
the Church? You know quite enough about 
it by now. 

“One of the Jews smiled back at him and 
said, ‘Father McNabb, thank you fer your 
invitation, but I belong to the religion that 
Christ was born into and which he practiced, 
and if it was good enough for Christ to pract- 
ice the Jewish religion as you say he did, 
then it can’t be wrong for me to practice it, 
can it? So if you don’t mind, I'll stop where 
I am!’ ”

am sure you know that I have 

been the strongest defender of 
the Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds, even 
more so probably than some of 
the members on its board. I have 
defended the _organization  re- 
peatedly against charges of be- 
ing a monster golem attempting 
to dominate the American Jew- 
ish community. I have fought 
for national budgeting and a 
national Jewish community 
chest, both projects at one time 
or another of the CJFWF. 


Last year the Jewish Welfare 
Federation whose president was 
then and is now Julian Freeman, 
and president also, as you must 
know, of the CJFWF, discussed 
the matter of its year-round pub- 
licity with both of the local pa- 
pers: The idea was to make an 
arrangement with one or both of 
the local Anglo-Jewish papers. 

The matter, as very properly 
it should en a decision of such 
significance came before the 
board, amd was discussed thor- 
oughly. No action was taken. 


THIS YEAR out of a clear 
sky, the planning committee of 
the annual Jewish Welfare Fund 
discussed the matter of a federa- 
tion paper, a house organ similar 
to those published in other com- 
munities. That was about two 
weeks ago. No decision was 
taken. 


I immediately attacked the pro- 
ject. I know from’ experience 
what happens. Community funds 
are wasted; a new cog in the 
hierarchy is set up; a new highly 
paid employe is added to the al- 
ready overburdened budget of 
the federation, and once this 
thing gets started, no matter 
how much funds are wasted, it 
is difficult to dislodge. 


Now I have always contended 
that local groups should have 
their own publications. It is too 
much to expect of a community- 
wide paper to publish news of 
who gave a Uniongram, or who 
bought a tree. That very prop- 
erly, along with messages from 
the president, etc., belongs in the 
club paper. Even such papers as 
The Jewish News of Newark, or 
the Jewish Community Bulletin 
of San Francisco, which are 
wholly owned by the Jewish 
community, do not print such 
items. 

But in Indianapolis, as far as 
the Federation is concerned and 
as far as the local drive is con- 
cerned, the drive has gotten very 
ample coverage. That is, that the 
local Jewish papers have printed 
every bit of news, almost ver- 
batim, submitted during and be- 
fore the drives. We rationalize 
this heavy coverage on the fol- 
lowing logic. The most impor- 
tant activity of the year in any 
community is most likely to be 
the annual drive. 


Therefore last year for six 
solid weeks we turned over the 
front page of The Post to the 
drive. In addition we added with- 
out charge to anyone all the fam- 
ilies in the community who were 
not subscribers to our mailing 
list, so that coverage was com- 
plete—100 per cent. 


Now Mr. Freeman charges be- 
fore his budget and policy com- 
mittee that the coverage in the 
local Anglo-Jewish press of fed- 
eration activities is inadequate. 
This during the course of a dis- 
cussion of an allocation of $1800 
for the local community center’s 
bulletin. 


NOW NOT ONLY isthe 
charge unfounded, but the facts 
are that the federation has had 
to be begged to send us news 
during the very middie of 
the drive. ‘I cailed Mr. Freeman: 
and complained during last 
sore? eee oaeee

me that someone in the federg. 
tion was’ derelict, and called 


’ them to find out why we were not 


furnished with news in the very 
middle of a drive. 


The same thing has happened 
again this week. There is no 
story in our local Indianapolis 
paper about the drive, which ig 
now getting under way. There 
are at least 100 different ap. 
proaches that would have made 
news that would have stirreq 
the community and created the 
proper climate for giving. But 
no, the federation with two high. 
ly-paid newspapermen on its 
staff has not furnished even one 
word of news to The Post this 
week. 


Now, Mr. Freeman, instead of 
making an unwarranted charge 
against the Anglo-Jewish papers, 
should analyze the facts and 
properly. He knows the welfare 
fund drive got all the publicity it 
asked for. The Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers instead of being blamed 
should have been praised. 


And what is equally as impor. 
tant is that the blame should be 
placed on the proper party. It 
is unfortunate that the federa- 
tion executive is no fund-raiser, 
When year after year the com. 
munity has to wait until drives 
in other cities are already under 
way in order to get its chair. 
man, and then by chance, some 
thing is wrong. In other com- 
munities, next year’s drive chair. 
man is already being groomed, 
And the chairman for the year 
after that, too.

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COMPETE WITH UJA, 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

When two responsible agen- 
cies, after having been part of 
the United Jewish Appeal of 
Greater New York for several 
years, decide to launch an inde- 
pendent campaign and to com- 
pete with the UJA during the 
greatest emergency in its his- 
tory, the community is entitled 
to know the facts. 


The Joint Defense Appeai of 
the American Jewish Committee 
and the Anti-Defamation League 
of the B’nai_ B'rith have been 
part of the UJA campaign in 
New York City since 1947. At 
that time they were included in 
the campaign on a _ percentage 
pasis which gave them over 33% 
more than they had ever raised 
independently in New York City. 
This year, they have decided to 
conduct their own campaign be- 
cause the UJA refused their de- 
mands for a greater percentage 
of funds which the UJA regard- 
ed as unreasonable and exces- 
sive. The JDA campaign is now 
being conducted at the same 
time as the UJA drive, seriously 
impairing the drive for funds at 
the most critical juncture in Is- 
rael’s history. 


The JDA based its decision to 
run a separate campaign on the 
grounds that it has not been 
getting enough from the UJA in 
New York for its defense pro- 
grams. Most people who know 
the facts think that too much, 
not too little, money is being 
spent for defense work. They 
also know that both the AJC 
committee and the ADL could 
save thousands of dollars if they 
eliminated all the wastage in- 
volved in their duplication of 
each other’s work, as well as the 
work of other agencies in this 
field. Their is no excuse, for 
example, for the committee or 
the ADL to spend hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on legal 
work when the American Jewish 
Congress competently does that 
work.

This was an expression 
of defiance in face of their insistence on Jewish inferiority. One 
may disagree with the judgment, but none can challenge the earn: 
estness and sincerity of the decision. 


FROM THE RECORD I am impressed with the deep spirit of 


devotion to his people which Manuhin has displayed all his life, 
and which has characterized his actions as conspicuously as the 
name, Yehudi, which he has always carried so proudly. In the 
name of fair play I hope his anonymous defamers will cease filling 
the press with lies, libels and exaggerations, which innocent read- 
ers accept as the truth. Few people in our time have been as 
sorely wronged by the press and public as the silent and _ long: 
suffering Yehudi Menuhin.

T THE recently held convention of Mapai, Ben- 
Gurion expounded his views on his relations 
with other parties and on the future of the Zionist 
movement. It must not be assumed that there is 
strict unanimity within the ranks of Mapai on any 
single problem. That unanimity exists only within 
the feverish imagination of Mapai’s hysterical op- 
ponents, including some people of Silver’s entourage. 
Silver himself, unfortunately, loses his customary 
wisdom when he deals with 
questions in which his personal 
standing or dignity is affected. 
I recall a public address by Sil- 
yer after the UN decision of 
Nov. 29 in which he said that 
he proceeded on the principle 
that the American government is 
not a monolith, that there are 
within it forces favorable to the 
Jewish cause and forces unfavor- 
able and that his policy was to 
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FRANK 
encourage the one and fight the other. 


THIS IS TRUE of Mapai. It was true severi 
years ago. It is much truer today when the party 
has grown to large—almost unwieldy—proportions, 
with trends, undercurrents, factions, personal fol- 
lowings and feuds fighting one another behind the 
party dicipline. But party discipline is there, and 
the biggest man in the party, David Ben-Gurion, ac- 
cepts it. He wanted elections in October, his party 
voted against them. So he patched up his quarrel 
with the Religious Bloc and reorganized his cabinet 
without elections. 

He has not much use for the present leadership 
of the Jewish Agency in Israel, and still less in 
America and was opposed to granting it official 
status. But he gave in to the majority of the party. 
He has no use for the JNF at present, but he gave 
in to the majority of the party on that too. 

In the case of the Jewish Agency and the JNF 
there are members of the party who have vested 
emotional or professional interests in the old in- 
stitutions, and they manage to sway the rest. Bui 
when BG gives in, it does not mean that he gives 
up. He fights on until he gets the majority to vote 
his way. This time he swung the party to his way 
of thinking in the matter of the elections. 

THERE ARE MEMBERS OF MAPAI who would 
rather play with the Religious Bloc; there are 
others who prefer Mapam; there are many who 
would like a coalition with the General Zionists. 
I met them all. What BG has up his sleeve on this 
question I do not profess to know. But I venture to

THERE IS NO JELLED unified opinion in Mapai 
about Silver either. It is not a monolith, to use 
Silver’s expression, and the same men often change 
their opinion with the times. And certainly very 
few Mapai people who are not influenced by their 
own private interests, expects the present leader- 
ship of the Jewish Agency to set the Jordan on fire. 

But Silver, for two years, insisted on acting in 
a way that would not encourage the favorable 
trend within Mapai. When Liebenstein was in Amer- 
ica last year on a tentative mission to bring about 
a rapprochement between BG and Silver, he made 
it quite clear that Silver would have a good chance 
toa be accepted if he took office, became active in 
the UJA and made up with some of his opponents. 
I tried to convey the same idea in my columns in 
The Jewish Post. But Silver insisted on a prelimin- 
ary indication by BG that he would be. acceptable. 
[hen Goldmann and Rose Halpern came to Tel 
Aviv for the Actions Committee meeting last spring 
ind squashed the whole business. For a time. 

But events have their own logic even when 
the object of that logic is unreasonable. 

And the ice between BG and Silver is breaking. 

Now to go back to Ben-Gurion’s address at the 
Mapai convention. He debated with Berl Locker, 
Chairman of the Agency Executive, the question of 
the future of the Zionist movement. He said in 
effect: You want a status, all right, you'll get your 
status. But more important than your official status 
with the Government of Israel is your status with 
the Jewish people. and get that status among 
the Jewish people. Your main headache should be 
how to make real Zionists out of nominal members 
of the Zionist organization and how ito help build 
Israel and carry out the ingathering of exiles. “As 
long as there are Jews who wish to immigrate to 
Israel and can’t and in other countries are 
Jews who can go to Israel and won’t, there will be 
room for a Zionist movement,” said Ben-Gurion 
In other words chalutziut.

How about Silver?
